He bexnn failing rapidly about 
ten days ago* due to a heart ailment. 
Funeral services wlir b« held to- 
morrow afternoon at 2 o'clock. Inter- 
n&ant will be in the Colo cemetery at 
fifcrlng Grove. 

Frank Hatch was. bom January 1, 
18S7, on a farm noar Spring Grove,

* * graduate of the University of Illinois, 
and of the law department at North- 
western, and has served as a Univer- 
sity of Illinois trustee. 

^' Mr. Hatch has always been greatly 
Interested In the development of this 
coujUry. and bos kept himself well- 
iifrs.ined on all current problems. Ho 
has served on the board of supervi- 
sors In McHenry county, and at tho 
time of hU death was treasurer of the 
Antloch laundry. 

His wife preceded Mm In death sev- 
en years ago, when sho was killed In 
an auto accident near Normal, 111. 
He Is sunived by three daughters, 
Mrs. Paschel Allen, of Spring Green, 
HI., .Mrs. Gene .McDougall, of Antloch, 
and Miss Laura A. Hatch, who lives 
at home.

Fred Barthel One of 
Oldest Men to Give 
War-Time Service 

The return of Charles Fred Barthel 
to Antloch brings to mind tho fact 
that he was one of the oldest men who 
volunteered for patriotic service dur- 
ing the World war. 

Although Barthel was 60 years of 
ago when the United States entered 
the war in 1917, he offered his ser- 
vices, and was assigned to airplane 
construction work. A cabinet maker 
and carpenter by trade, Barthel also 
was keenly interested in aeronautics, 
nccrulling officers In Chicago were 
somewhat surprised at the offer of 
service coming from a GO-year-old man, 
novorthelesB. Barthel passed very 
creditably both tbo physical and edu- 
cational examlnatk)ns, and a telegram 
ordering him to report for service was 
awaiting him upon his return to h4s 
home In Kenosha. 

- He served at Elisabeth, N. J., and 
later at the Curtlss plant at Buffalo, 
N. Y. Soon after the signing of the 
armistice be was given an honorable 
discharge from bU war-time service^

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WILL WE HAVE A tO-CENT GAS TAX? 
TTic mere fact that the Florida state senate voted in 
favor of an 8-ccht gasoline tax shows the length to which 
politicians will go in their endeavor to extract money by 
special taxation from one class of people or industry. 

The gasoline tax has always been tolerated by automo- 
bile users because it was the most practical measure to get 
funds with which to build roads. Florida again illustrat- 
ed the old story of working a willing horse to death. 

An 8-cent gas tax would make it an absolute hardship 
for most people to drive an automobile. There is no more 
sense in taxing gasoline 8 cents a gallon than there is m 
placing a tax of several dollars a piece on ever>- tire pur- 
chased. In fact, many persons have wondered how ttr« 
have escaped taxation as the tax gatherers look' around 
to find new sources of revenue. 

When Oregon led the way with a 1-cenc gas tax, no 
one dreamed of an 8-cent tax. but. unless motorists re- 
bel, it is entirely probable that they will face a 10-ccnt 
tax in many states within the next ten years. Then, with 
a tire tax and a license tax. they, together with the rai - 
roads, public utilities, Insurance and banks, may be able 
to carry the whole state taxation load.

THE DEFICIT 

With a deficit of ^903,000,000 and an increase in the 

outstanding public debt of $616,000,000, the federal 

government, on June 30, ended what the New York 

Times calls its most unfavorable fiscal year in recent his- 

^o''y- 

During the year, trcasur)* receipts totaled $3,317,000,- 

000. a decline of $861,000,000 from 1930, and expendi- 
tures were around $4,220,000,000, which is greater by 
$226,000,000 than list year, when there was a surplus of 
$184,000,000. Major sources of government revenue, 
including ncome tax, corporation tax and customs du- 
ties, fell as compared with the previous year. 

The government, of course, is in an absolutely sound 
position, but higher taxes are inevitable unless drastic 
economics arc effected. 

Depressed business conditions were directly responsible 
for thL* ^86 1,000,000 drop in revenue. 

The blame for the attendant increase of $226,000,000 
in governmental expense will probably be hurled from 
shoulder to shoulder until forgotten. 



SHARE IT WITH THE PARMER 

Declining milk prices have become an increasingly 
serious problem to American dairy fanpcrs. .■ 
, The price declines, of themselves, do not necciiarily 
menace the farmers* economic standards. The fault lies 
in the fact that farmers have been forced to take all of 
the loss. When milk sold at 16 cents a quart, the distrib- 
utor received 6.5 cents. With milk selling at 13 cents 
or less, the dealer still has his 6.5-cent margin, the farmer 
absorbing the loss. 

The farmer cannot continue to bear the price cuts 
alone. Reductions in milk prices are a natural part of 
the drop in commodity prices of all kinds— but now the 
dealer must help bear the burden. He must follow the 
example of the farmer, who has raised efficiency and re- 
duced his operating costs to adjust himself to changed 
conditions. 

Out of the 6.J-cent dealer margin, about one-half cent 
is profit, and about 3 cents goes for driver and wagon ex- 
pense. It is not probable that these items can be appre- 
ciably reduced. Tlic cut must come out of the other 3 
cents which goes to overhead. Dealers and farmers must 
work together in living through the present period of 
low price levels. Each is necessary to the dairy industry 
and their difficulties must be shared in common.

ACCIDENT PREVENTION ON THE ROAD 
Dad manners on the part of drivers arc held by many 
authorities to be the principal cause of automobile acci- 
dents. 

According to' traffic engineers and statisticians, the ac- 
cident rate would drop to a minimum if drivers would 
display a little courtesy in operating their cars by giving 
way when other machines arc passing, and would discon- 
tinue crowding cars coming in opposite directions, the 
unnecessary' use of loud horns, driving slowly in the 
midst of fast-moving traffic, etc. 

A survey conducted by the Albert Russcl Erskine Bu- 
reau for Street Traffic Research has shown that the auto- 
mobile itself is least responsible for accidents. Poor brake:, 
steering and similar factors cause only a small percent- 
age of mishaps. Human nature has not yet adjusted it- 
self to take advantage of the full efficiency and safety of 
the modern car. Nine out of ten cars involved in acci- 
dents arc in perfect condition. Thus, in 90 per cent of 
cases, accidents result from human carelessness, incom- 
petence or bad judgment. 

Good driving manners can cover a multitude of other 
failings. The driver who resents passing cars, who at- 
tempts to hold an undue share of the road, who has no 
1 respect for the rights of the pedestrian or other motorists, 
is a potential killer and destroyer of property. It is against 
him that future highway safety campaigns must be con- 
I ducted if they are to show results.

daye ago. but It Is understood that no 
progress was made In reaching a de- 
cision. Edwards expressed the opin- 
ion. Alfred admitted, that he did not 
want to carry the case before the 
board of review. 

Alford, in Infoiunatlon from the Wis- 
consin state tax oommlselon In Mil- 
waukee power plants found that one 
there of 310,800 K. V. A., at the last 
aaiesament paid on a valuation of 
1821,140. 

While the capacity of the Waukegan 
plant was more than one-third of the 
Milwaukee plant. It paid on a valuv 
tlon for taxing purpoeea at less than 
ono-twenty-flecond. 

Capacity Incraatad. 

Since last year the Waukegan plant 
haa added a generator that will booat 
the capacity onother 65,000 K. V. A. 
and a building is ready to provide an- 
other 116.000 K. V. A., according to 
Alford. which would- booat the toUl 
capacity of tho Waukegan generating 
covapony to 200,000 K. V. A. 

The company, in. submitting Us val- 
uation of porsonal property to the as- 
sessor, placed its now one at 173,500, 
or 125,500 greater than the year be- 
fore, although, Alford said, 65,000 K.

be named to carry out the contem- 
plated tax reduction program. The 
state tax comntiSBlon will be glad to 
render advice and assist In probing in- 
to local tax levies and to prepare any 
questionnaires that the various 
leagues or committees may feel will 
be helpful In their work. 

"While the state organization and 
Its affiliated county organizations are 
carrying on a voluntary program for 
the reduction of -local tax levies study 
should also be given by a committee 
to legislation, to be either presented 
to the legislature or Initiated, which 
will give the state the power to con- 
trol and curb local tax levies and bond 
issues. 

"In our cities, thousands of vacant 
lota have been oanflscated by taxes 
and asaeesments. This continual re- 
moval of property from the tax roll 
reduceV taxable valuations and Im- 
poses another burden upon those own- 
ers of real eetate who manage one way 
or another tx> meet their tax obliga- 
tions and' avoid oonflecatlon oC their
